Perhaps there was never before a time when there was so 
much demand for public ownership of various utilities as at the, 
present This. of course, is brought about primarily by the 
generally prevalent idea that some, if not all, of the large util. 
ities companies charge too much for their service, Also the 
idea that there are too many large salaries paid to officials of 
those concerns is in the minds of the people. 

However, there are many things to consider in regard to 
public ownership of utilities. There are instances where public 
owned utilities are successful—and there are many others which | 
prove disastrous. Then there is the large number of stock-. 
holders to be considered. All stockholders in these concerns 
are net immensely wealthy. In several of the public utility | 
companies in Southern California there are thousands of stock- 
holdors in such financial circumstances that they depend to a 
laree extent upon their dividends from these concerns. 

If the public is heing imposed upon by unreasonable charges | 
for the services rendered there should be some way of getting | 
an adjustment of the charges. Also the public utility concerns | 
should consider the public they serve If their charges are} 
unreasonable they should make reductions without being forced
